Wooden picture frames that are 
dull may be cleaned with furniture 
Polish on a soft cloth. White frames 
should be re-enameled* Gilt ones: 
if very shabby, will have to be done 
over; silver ones can be cleaned. 


Finger-marks on white woodwork, 
Flain white paint or enameled wood- 
work are easily removed by washing 
the woodwork lightly and quickly 
with a clean cloth, wrung out of hot 
water and a little white soap. When 
cleaning the white baseboard, brush 
it free from dust, then clean it in 
the same way, holding a strip of 
biotting paper against the wall above 
‘to protect the wall paper. 

In cleaning brasses, a good home- 
made paste can be mixed, consisting 
oi one ounce of oxalic acid, two 
ounces of rotton-stone, 1% ounces 
of sweet oil and enough spirits of 
turpentine tq mix to a paste. Rub 
this mixture on with a soft cloth 
and wipe it off and polish the brass 
with a clean gloth. If it is very dirty, 
the brass may be washed off first 
with hot soap-suds. Then the paste 
may be used.
